TARGET: Virgin Care blames low staffing levels

HEALTH visitors responsible for 
the wellbeing of thousands of new¬ 
born babies are being “driven to 
despair” under the weight of a new 
private contract with Essex County 
Council, according to a councillor 
who says parents are being failed. 

The figures released by Virgin 
Care, which along with Bamardo’s 
has been contracted to run the Essex 
Child & Family Wellbeing Service 
(ECFWS) across the county under 
a seven-year, £250million contract, 
include a low number of antenatal 
checks carried out after 28-week 
pregnancy. 

As of June 2018, 64 per cent were 
carried out against a target of 80 per 
cent while at June 2018, 98 per cent 
of new mothers were visited within 
14 days against a 96 per cent target, 
it had been missing this target until 
recently. 

The inconsistencies have 
concerned Labour Cllr Dave Harris, 
who represents the Maypole ward 
on the county council and serves 
as vice-chairman of the health 
overview policy and scrutiny 
committee. 

He says staff are being asked to 
do too much. 

Cllr Harris said: “These contracts 
should have KPI as a bare minimum 
and overachieve on those at all 
times and if we are not doing that, 
then we are letting the public down. 

“When these contracts come 
in, they bid for them on the 


understanding they can do all these 
things and the worry is they cut 
themselves too close to the bone 
and expect the staff and resources 
to last the distance and clearly they 
can’t do it. 

“Guess who’s the loser? The 
people who we should be delivering 
the service to.” 

Virgin Care has admitted that low 
staffing figures are responsible for 
it undertaking just 81 per cent of 
one-year reviews against a target of 
90 per cent. 

It is also failing to hit the target 
for children’s check at between two 
and two and a half years old. 

Cllr Harris added: “We are not 
getting value for money. There are 
people being let down- what about 
the people they are not seeing? 

“What about the risks? 

“That is why the KPIs are set as 
they are - to protect people and 


provide the right service to the right 
people. They must do better.” 

Virgin Care has admitted a 
number of concerns have been 
raised by staff - including the 
number of school nurses and health 
visitors allocated to specific areas. 

The council heard that health 
visitor vacancies in Basildon and 
Epping are effecting the service’s 
ability to meet local need. 

Cllr Harris added: “They can’t 
expect staff to perform to the volume 
and quality they want because the 
contract doesn’t pay them to do that. 

“I hear they are losing staff here 
there and everywhere. And we know 
what happens when you have a high 
turnover of staff - the training, 
coaching and quality goes down.” 

Virgin Care say its poor antenatal 
check outcomes was because the 
previous providers only undertook 
antenatal checks on targeted 


families and acute hospitals have 
not always notified the ECFWS of 
verified pregnancies. 

Dr Vivienne McVey, chief 
strategy officer for Virgin Care, 
told the county council: “The 
biggest part of the transformation 
was inspiring everyone around 
the vision, bringing people to 
form integrated teams so they all 
understood what we were doing. 

“We have mixed Virgin Care 
and Barnado’s teams who now 
understand what their role is in 
providing services for young people 
children and their families. 

“That has been a massive cultural 
shift as well as an organisational 
development project. 

“Obviously along the way there 
have been some people who have 
not liked the fact they have been 
asked to make changes to the way 
they worked, changes to the place 
they work, changes to the model 
they were working in. 

“But now we are in a place where 
all of the workforce are focused 
on what we are trying to do and 
understand what we are doing. 

“The workforce transformation 
has been huge and understandably 
during the first year, there was a 
very slight reduction in recording 
of activity because people were 
changing where they worked, the 
system they were working in and 
learning new ways of doing things. 

“But all the major recording 
measures have not been 
dramatically impacted by that level 
of transformation and we are now 
starting to see improvement.”

A SENIOR Southend councillor is aiming 
for one million visitors to the town’s pier 
after revealing record numbers for three 
successive months. 

James Courtenay, deputy leader, 
made the target after saying that 
figures for May, June and July were 
record-breakers. 

Last month there was an increase of 
almost 20 per cent over the same period 
in 2017, with more than 57,000 people 
visiting the pier compared to just under 
48,300 last year. 

Visitor numbers in May were also 
significantly higher, up 14,000 on 2017 
while there was a smaller rise in June. 

Cllr Courtenay said: “We anticipate 
this year to be a record-breaking one 
for Southend Pier. The pier has been 
instrumental in bringing visitors to our 
town and the figures really do back that up.” 

The executive councillor for growth said 
he felt the one million target was a “long¬ 
term aspiration”. 


He said that improvements to attractions 
at the end of the pier, including crazy 
golf, had contributed to the rise in visitor 
numbers. 

Cllr Courtenay added: “We’ve had some 
good weather too, but having a wide range 
of activities that all the family can partake 
in down the end of the pier adds to the 
traditional offering of the RNLI museum 
and ice-cream or stick of rock.” 

When quizzed on how the council 
intends to increase visitor numbers further, 
he cited work beginning in the autumn on 
the expansion of the entrance on the west 
side of the pier. 

In the long term, he said, the council will 
look to publish designs for a new visitor 
pavilion on the former bowling deck. 

Cllr Courtenay added: “As a seaside 
town, we thrive in the summer months with 
hundreds of thousands of visitors flocking 
to our seafront every year to enjoy some 
relaxing time on the beach, or to escape the 
hustle and bustle of busy city life. 

“Southend has something to offer 
for everyone and we look forward to 
welcoming more visitors over the 
summer.” 


Dazzling street art 


STREET art has been produced across 
Southend town centre as part of a festival. 

Paint Jam and Chalk Fest took place 
during The Southend Festival. 

The former was from July 30 to August 
3, with street and graffiti artists from 
Britain and Europe creating a variety of 
stunning pieces.

Doctor cleared of 
sex charges 

A LEIGH doctor has been 
cleared of sexual assault 
charges. 

Dr Kamran Ali, 39, of 
Glendale Gardens, was found 
not guilty by a jury at Basildon 
Crown Court last week of six 
counts of sexual assault and 
one count of sexual assault by 
penetration. 

The charges related to four 
women and the offences had 
allegedly taken place between 
September and November 
2016. 

Dr Ali also denied a charge 
of making an indecent 
photograph of a child 
and one of possessing an 
extreme pornographic image 
portraying a sex act with an 
animal - the court said these 
will be discussed on August 16.

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Cervical cancer test 
samples under review 



REVIEW: A number of test samples are being re-examined

SAMPLES from more than 2,000 
cervical cancer tests are being reviewed 
after a number of irregularities were 
found in their initial screening 
procedure. 

Following concerns raised by Public 
Health England during its visit to 
Basildon and Thurrock University 
Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust 
Cervical Screening Programme and 
the Pathology First laboratory, NHS 
England carried out a comprehensive 
investigation into the testing procedure. 

Of the 2,500 women who had 
smears taken over the past two years, 
31 received a change in their result 
from normal to abnormal, following a 
re-examination of those samples. 

All affected women have been 
contacted and appropriate follow-up 
management has been offered. 

No one has received a diagnosis of 
cervical cancer to date. 

Examiners were unable to make an 
adequate judgement on samples from 
95 women, therefore the women are 
being invited back for a repeat test to 
obtain a satisfactory sample that will 
be examined. 

As a result of the outcome of this 
review, PHE Screening Quality 
Assurance Service made the 
recommendation that the remaining 
2,023 samples from women aged 
between 25 and 29 should be 


re-examined. 

This is because these women had 
never been screened before and 
younger women are at higher risk of 
having a cervical abnormality. 

The incident panel is now 
implementing this recommendation 
and any women needing further 
investigation will be notified and 
appropriate management arranged. 

Any affected women can call 01268 
524900 ext 3026 for further advice and 
information. 

All women are strongly advised to 
attend their routine cervical screening 


appointments as normal when they 
receive their invitation. 

Pam Hall, screening and immunisation 
lead and incident panel chairwoman for 
NHS England Midlands and East, said: 
“We have now contacted all women 
whose test results may have changed 
and are contacting those who need 
to be re-screened offering appropriate 
follow-up advice and information. 

“We are closely monitoring 
Pathology First to ensure the necessary 
improvements are made to provide a 
high-quality service, now and in the 
future for the women in south Essex.”

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Rail users face 
autumn delays 



DISRUPTION: Rail replacement bus services will run at weekends in October and November 


PASSENGERS on the Southend Victoria branch 
line are set to be subjected to months of further 
rail closures as part of major engineering work. 

Network Rail announced the next part of a 
£46million project to replace overhead wiring, 
which will see 19km of new wires installed 
between Mountnessing and Wickford. 

The work means a rail replacement bus service 
runs between Southend Victoria and Shenfield at 
weekends in September and October. 

The rail infrastructure operator said midweek 
night closures between Wickford and Southend 
will continue until November 29 to “speed up” 
the programme’s completion. 

Meliha Duymaz, Network Rail’s route 
managing director for Anglia, said: “This line 
is in vital need of upgrading in order to run a 
reliable service now and in the future. 


“We will be working week nights and at 
weekends throughout autumn in order to complete 
the programme as quickly as possible.” 

The work comes ahead of Abellio Greater 
Anglia, which operates services on the line, 
introducing a fleet of new trains in 2020. 

Jamie Buries, Greater Anglia managing 
director, said: “We apologise to customers for the 
disruption this engineering works causes. 

“We know people would rather stay on the 
train for the whole of their journey, but I’d like 
to reassure passengers that we will have plenty 
of rail replacement buses and extra staff to make 
sure that they can complete their journeys. 

“We and Network Rail are investing heavily in 
the railway in the Southend area so that it will be 
more reliable and served by modem state of the 
art trains.”

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Jailed for axe attack 
and armed robbery 


A “DANGEROUS individual” 
who attacked another man 
with an axe in Southend and 
committed an armed robbery 
with a knife on the same day 
has been jailed. 

Jamie Sherfield, 34, of York 
Road, Southend, was sentenced 
to a total of eight years in prison 
after admitting grievous bodily 
harm and robbery at Basildon 
Crown Court last Thursday. 

He received four years 
imprisonment for each charge, 
to run consecutively. 

On Saturday, February 3, 
a man was attacked inside a 
property in Princes Street by 
Sherfield at around 1.10am. 

The man was struck in the 
hand, head, chest and knee with 
an axe, and suffered serious 
injuries. 

He managed to escape, flag 
down a passing police officer

and was taken to hospital for 
treatment to his injuries. 

Later that day, Sherfield 
walked into Savers in Hamlet 


Court Road, Westcliff, at 
2pm and threatened staff and 
customers with a knife. 

He left with a three-figure 
sum of cash before being 
arrested the following morning. 

Investigating officer DC 
Simon Laurie, of Southend 
CID, said: “Sherfield carried 
out a targeted attack on the 
victim in his own home. 

“He inflicted serious wounds 
using a dangerous weapon and 
even filmed the aftermath of 
the attack. 

“Within the same day, he 
carried out a brazen robbery 
in a shop full of customers and 
staff while armed with a knife. 

“Sherfield is a dangerous 
individual who has now been 
sent to prison for many years.” 

Kerry Brown, 32, of Preston 
Road, Westcliff, was found not 
guilty of grievous bodily harm. 


Shoeburyness drug driver banned 


A MAN has been sentenced after admitting to 
drug driving in Shoeburyness. 

Officers from the South Operation Raptor team 
were patrolling in the town on May 23 when 
they stopped a BMW which was believed to be 
involved in the supply of drugs. 

When they approached the car, the driver, 
25-year-old Steven McAllister, smelt of cannabis 
and admitted he had no insurance. 

McAllister was also found to be driving with an 
expired provisional driving licence. 

He was arrested and taken into custody where 


he tested positive for traces of cannabis and 
cocaine. 

He was charged and pleaded guilty at Southend 
Magistrates’ Court last Wednesday to two counts 
of driving whilst under the influence of a con¬ 
trolled drug; driving a motor vehicle without 
insurance and driving other than in accordance 
with a licence. 

McAllister, of Saxon Gardens, Shoeburyness 
was ordered to carry out 100 hours of unpaid 
work, banned from driving for 36 months and 
ordered to pay £85 costs.

Moped gang on

H ELLO Southend, my old 
friend. I’ve come to daz¬ 
zle you again. The Simon 
and Garfunkel Story, a theatri¬ 
cal exploration of the legendary 
folk duo, is coming to Southend’s 
Palace Theatre on September 20.

Auctions power ahead while private 
treaties stall, says Auction House

Also, our entries 
this month are up again year-on-year, with 740 
lots catalogued for February - a total which 
is 5% ahead of the number in 2017.” Andrew 
says that he believes the reason behind the 
rise is because auction has now become 
more mainstream, with its attractions better 
understood. He explains: “There are two ways 
to sell a property.

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Neat upgrade for iconic Mazda MX-5 



BOOST: The Mazda MX-5 now has a more powerful two-litre SKYACTIV-G engine 


By David Whinyates 


AN upgraded version of the iconic 
Mazda MX-5 is on the way with 
a more powerful engine, upgraded 
safety technologies and refinements in 
the cockpit. 

But as far as styling is concerned, 
Mazda has adopted an “if-it-ain’t- 
broke-don’t-fix-it” ethos and the 2019 
version of the car which won the World 
Car Design of the Year accolade on its 
debut will only be identifiable by new 
designs of alloy wheels. 

The idea of the upgrade, says Mazda, 
is simply to enhance the driving 
experience “to ensure it‘s more 
exciting and engaging to drive than 
ever before”. 

At the forefront of what is basically 
a technical upgrade is a more 
powerful and higher-revving version 
of the Japanese maker’s two-litre 
SKYACTIV-G engine. 

Substantially redesigned with lighter 
pistons and con-rod, the engine also 
features revisions to the camshafts and 
exhaust valves, fuel injectors, throttle 
valve and air intake. 

The end result is an increase from 
160ps to 184ps and a heightened 
redline, which rises from 6,800 to 


7,500rpm and with higher fuel pressure 
and more efficient combustion, there’s 
an increase in torque across the rev 
range, while peak torque rises by 5Nm. 

The more powerful new engine 


shaves almost a second off the 
0-62mph sprint time of the convertible 
which is now achieved in 6.5seconds, 
while manual and automatic RF 
models see a 0.6 and 0.5 second 


increase, respectively. 

Meanwhile, the smaller 1.5-litre 
SKYACTIV-G engine benefits from 
improved combustion and reduced 
internal friction to see a slight power 


increase to 132ps and a moderate 
torque improvement to 152Nm. 

The latest models will also come 
with telescopic steering adjustment 
and improved seat sliding operation 
and the level of standard-fit safety 
equipment has been boosted with 
Sport Nav+ cars and above now 
featuring front and rear smart city 
brake support, lane departure warning 
system, traffic sign recognition and 
driver attention alert, while a blind 
spot monitoring system with rear cross 
traffic alert, adaptive LED headlights 
and a reversing camera are standard 
on GT Sport Nav+ and optional as a 
safety pack on the Sport Nav+. 

Starting from £18,995, the MX-5 
convertible is offered in SE+, SE-L 
Nav+, Sport Nav+ and new GT Sport 
Nav+ trim, while from £22,595 the 
RF is available in SE-L Nav+, Sport 
Nav+, and GT Sport Nav+ with the 
higher two trims available with an 
automatic gearbox. 

All models with the 1.5 litre engine 
go on sale on September 1 alongside 
two-litre hard top and convertible 
models in the new range-topping GT 
Sport Nav+ trim with two-litre SE-L 
Nav+ and Sport Nav+ following them 
into showrooms later in the autumn.

IN a classic game of two halves, 
Southend endured a nightmare start 
to the new season on Saturday, 
as second-half strikes from John 
Marquis, Malik Wilks and Tommy 
Rowe ensured the points were 
going up the Al. 

Late Tom Hopper and Theo 
Robinson strikes were scant con¬ 
solation from an afternoon that 
initially promised so much. 

Chris Powell’s men enjoyed a 
rip-roaring opening spell as the 
south Yorkshiremen appeared to 
suffer on a sweltering afternoon. 

But despite exerting intense, 
early pressure, the hosts had little 
to show for their industry, with 
Slovakian U-21 international keep¬ 
er, Marko Marcel pulling off sever¬ 
al stunning saves. 

Having had a busy start to this 
clash, Marosi somehow deflected 
wide Ben Coker’s free-kick, on 
11 minutes, before doing well to 
get anything to Simon Cox’s 19th 
minute drive, despite taking a wick¬ 
ed Andrew Butler deflection.

Southend should have levelled 
soon after, but despite getting two 
bites of the cherry, new signing 
Hopper failed to convert, when 
well-placed. 

Blues were then made to pay once 
again when Wilks, on the turn, 
netted with a smart effort, on 58 
minutes. 

Despite Theo Robinson replacing 
a tiring Cox, and seeing his 67th 
minute effort curl wide, Rowe 
added insult to injury with a 
daisy-cutter of a goal, to increase 
Powell’s woes, with 20 minutes 
left.
